INSURANCE ACT MUDDLE. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, the 
Master of the Rolls continued the hearing of the 
application by the Trustees of the Ancient 

rder of Hibernians Insurance Society for an 
interlocutory injunction restraining the Irish 
Insurance Commissioners, pending the hearing 
of an action, from “ doing any act or thing 
ne oe the plaintiff society to do any act or 
thing ” in compliance with the Order in Coun- 
cil, dated November 9, The plaintiffs 
contend that the Order, which transfers part 
of the Commission’s administrative functions to 
the Government of Northern Ireland, is uwlira 
vires. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna and Mr. 
structed by Mr. M. MeDowell) 
the plaintiff society, and Mr. Conner 
K.C.; Mr. Carrigan,-K.C., and Mr. W. L. Sains- 
bury (instructed by the Chief Crown Solicitor) 
appeared for the Attorney-General and the 
Irish Insurance Commissioners. 

Serjeant Hanna concluded his address on 
behalf of the plaintiff society, and submitted 
that they had made a case which, at least, 
entitled them to stay the hand of the Insurance 
Commissioners. There was no appearance on 
behalf of the Northern Parliament in any shape 
or form, and Mr. Conner was there merely as 
representing the Attorney-General for Ireland. 

Conner said that the only point he had 
to meet was whether they wero eae with 
what was an Irish service and one so! con- 
versant with Ireland. He contended that they 
were, and that the Act was to be worked by 
the Trish Society alone. Dividing up the country 
might be inconvenient, but they could not 
“have your cake and eat it. The incon- 
venience was inevitable, though the reward was 
— Irish Parliaments. 

Ihe Master of the Rolls said that there had 
been ne answer given to the affidavit of the 
General Secretary (Mr. Nugent). 

Mr. Conner said that it was clear the money 
must be applied under a service solely Irish, 
and there was control by a Joint Committee. 

The Master of the Rolls said that that

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The Premiers’ Meeting. 

The public’s attention is occupied so 
much with the kaleidoscopic changes in 
the Irish situation that the meeting in 
London between Mr. Lloyd George and 
M. Briand is passing almost without 
notice. Yet, in a sense, it is even more 
important than the Conference which 
ended recently. For several months past 
the foreign policies of Britain and France 
have been drifting apart. Mr. Lloyd 
George has been pre-occupied with Irish 
affairs, with the result that Marquis 
Curzon has been in sole charge of external 
relations. In many respects he is an ex- 
cellent Foreign Minister, but he lacks the 
Premier's conciliatory “touch,” and it 
must be admitted that French opinion 
has turned away considerdbly from the 
Entente. France is following a policy’ of 
strict individualism. Her dealings with 
Turkey have been conducted in direct 
opposition to British interests and British 
wishes. Her Wiesbaden agreement with 
Germany was concluded without reference 
to the views of her principal Ally, and at 
Washington M. Briand obviously did: his 
utmost to play a lone hand. Many people, 
in fact, were beginning to fear that the 
understanding between Britain and France 
was already a thing of the past when Ger- 
many stepped in and gave the partners 
another chance to consolidate their friend- 
ship. Dr. Wirth’s declaration that Ger- 
many is not in a position to pay the next 
instalments of her indemnity gave France 
a nasty shock. It threw her back with 
dramatic suddenness into the arms of 
Britain, and M. Briand lost no time in 
arranging a conference with Mr. Lloyd 
George. _ 

Although the conference is not strictly 
“official,” its decisions will carry the 
fullest weight. Two matters must be de- 
cided. The first, which is immediate, con- 
cerns the steps that will be taken by the 
Allies in reply to Dr. Wirth’s declaration 
of temporary bankruptcy. France needs 
money badly. She has been counting on 
the receipt of large sums from Germany 
during the ext two months, and the 
default of the Berlin Government confronts 
her with something in the nature of a 
financial crisis. Germany is seeking a 
moratorium. The value of the mark on 
foreign exchanges has fallen so low that 
the January payment of 500,000,000 gold 
marks, or £25,000,000, is quite impossible 
without the aid of a loan. Herr Stinnes 
and Herr Rathenau have done their best 
to raise such a loan in London, but have 
met with no success. No other country 
will accommodate them; ‘therefore, the 
German Government has taken the line of 
least resistance and is waiting now for the 
Allies’ decision. Whether Germany can, 
or cannot, pay this money we do not know. 
Most people seem to think that she can 
pay it quite easily, but even the Repara- 
tions Commission appears to be divided in 
its opinion. The Germans themselves say 
that they are prepared to pay some 
£10,000,000 “on account,” but France 
afirms that the whole sum must be de- 
livered. The alternative is further occupa- 
tion of German territory. Mr. Lloyd 
George is strongly opposed to the employ- 
ment of military measures if it possibly 
can be avoided, and the great mass of the 
British people will agree with him. 

The. two Premiers musi seize this 
opportunity of coming to grips with the 
larger issue of Europe’s economy, which 
will constituge the second item on their 
programme. The completion of the repara- 
tions payments by Germany depends alto- 
gether on the economic recovery of Europe. 
With the bert will in the -vorld she cannot 
sell unless other nations are able to buy, 
and without commerce she can pay 
nothing at all Mr. Lloyd George's idea 
is said to be based on an economic con- 
ference of all the Eurepean Powers, in- 
cluding both Germany and Russia. Such 
a conference could establish a loose 
economic federation in Europe which in 
every way would be better than the present 
system of watertight. compartments. 
Europe has become an economic unit, and, 
much as we may dislike the Germans and 
the Bolsheviks, German and Russian co- 
operation is essential to economic develop- 
ment. Germany already has recognised 
the enormous importance of Russia, and 
the geographical position of the two 
countries invites the Germans to stake out 
their claim before Britain and France 
decide to follow their example. The 
present. opportunity may not arise again. 
Germany is in default; she is putting 
capital into Russia and sending some of 
her best men to reap its fruits. Why 
should not France take advantage of this 
circumstance to ensure the delivery of 
reparations? Germany and Russia will 
work together whatever happens. If they 
are brought into an federation

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Revolution in Portugal. 


Portuguese revolutions are monotonous 
affairs. The latest, which is now Te 
ported, seems to differ in no respect from 
its numerous forerunners. It began with 
the usual breakdown of all communica- 
tions between Portugal and the outer 
world. No despatches from Lisbon have 
been received in Paris since last Friday ; 
but meagre bulletins from Spain say that 
the new revolution broke.out on Saturday. 
It is said to involve not only Lisbon, but 
all the leading towns and seaports. Sefior 
Leal, the new Premier, elected his Cabinet 
on the eve of the outbreak and, according 
to the Spanish reports, was not taken by 
surprise. When the revolutionaries (who- 
ever they may be) began to move they 
found that artillery and machine-guns had 
been trained on all the strategic points 
of the capital.. They awaited reinforce- 
ments, however, and then attacked so 
vigorously that the Government troops 
retired. The fate of the Premier is un- 
known. When the. veil rises and. the 
telegraph wires are humming again we 
shall learn either that the Government 
has re-established its authority or that 
the revolutionaries have conquered and 
have appointed a new President. Either 
event is likely to be followed in the near 
future by another revolution. Obviously, 
Portugal must be saved from herself 
if she is to be saved at all. Only the 
friendly, but firm, intervention of the 
Allied Powers will set her on her feet, 
and she need not be afraid of it. She has 
no enemies outside her owrl borders, 


Christmas Weather. 


The traditional Christmas Day is always 
associated with snow-covered country-sides 
and an atmosphere full of falling flakes. 
Why this is so is not too easy to discover, 
when one realises that during the last 
half-century there havé been only about 
eight Christmas Days on which there 
was a general fall of snow or sleet. 
The last year in which a general 
snowfall] occurred on Christmas Day 
was 1917. The coming Christmas is 
likely to be a “green Christmas.” There 
can be no doubt that half the pleasure of 
gazing at a roaring Christmas fire and 
basking in its warmth is derived from the 
thought that outside it is bitterly cold 
and snow is thick upon the ground. The

much of its Christmas-like savour. There- 
fore, with most people the roast turkey 
and fiery-crested plum-pudding will not 
taste so well when they are without, their 
seasoning of frosty panes and whirling 
snow-flakes. But the mildness of this 
year's Christmastide probably will be 
blessed by many poor wretches who have 
no comforts of fire or food. Many must 
wander about in the open, without em- 
ployment and, indeed, often without a 
home. Though the old adage says that “a 
green Christmas means a fat churchyard,”’ 
the mildness of the weather this Christmas 
season probably will keep the death-rate 
low. 


University Discipline. 

Universities would not be Universities 
if they did not harbour all sorts of men 
and opinions. There was once (until the 
Junior Dean invited his father to reason 
with him) a Fire-worshipper at Trinity 
College, Dublin. There is now, it appears, 
a small colony of young Communists at 
Oxford. They support a magazine called 
Free Oxford. The Vice-Chancellor and 
Proctors disliked this organ’s views and 
decided to expel its editor from the 
University. According to the Vice- 
Chancellor, the youthful revolutionary 
had advocated “the methods of the Red 
Terror.’ The incident made a con- 
siderable pother, and it was suggested 
that Marguis Curzon, the Chancellor, had 
inspired the expulsion. He has contra- 
dicted the statement, and Dr. Farnell, the 
Vice-Chancellor, has taken all the respon- 
sibility upon himself and the Proctors. 
Of course, these grave gentlemen know 
their own business best. We do not 
think, however, that Oxford, which has 
survived many substantial dangers, both 
and intellectual, has much to 
its stripling “ Terrorists.”’ 
Sometimes it is a mistake to indulge 
hare-brained youth in the luxury of 
martyrdom. We fancy that, if the Oxford 
Communists should begin really to make 
themselves a nuisance, the main body of 
undergraduates would have a word to say.

Mount Everest. 


The expedition which assaulted Mount 
Everest last summer has reported the 
discovery of a practicavle route to the 
summit ; and next year's expedition, start- 
ing in good time, will try to add this final 
achievement to the glory of British 
mountaineeting. It seems, however, that 
authorities differ sharply concerning the 
prospects of early success At a joint 
meeting of the Royal Geographical Society 
and the Alpine Club in London yesterday 
more than one expert suggested that the 
year 1922 might wrest the last secrets 
from the topmost peak of the highest 
mountain in the world.- So all lovers of 
high adventure hope; but Mr. George 
Mallory, one of the most. famous of living 
climbers, interposes a chilling doubt. He 
holds that Nature will make a stiff fight 
for the sanctity of her ultimate fortress, 
and that it may be necessary to renew. the 
attack year after year ‘before victory is 
gained. One thing, however, is certain— 
that, sooner or later, the victory will be 
gained. The chances against any particular 
expedition may be overwhelming, but the 
men and the money will continue to he 
found until the goal is reached. The 
history of British exploration will not fail 
to repeat itselt. 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF VIRGIL.

-“ 
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In the gent House, Trinity College, yester- 
day, a lecture on ‘The Philosophy of” Virgil” 
was delivered by Professor R. 8S. Conway, 
Litt.D. The Provost presided, and the lecturer, 
who was one of the recipients of an honorary 
degree earlier im the day, stated that by 
philosophy. he meant not a metaphysical system, 
bus a certain mental attitude, a fandamental 
point of view which co-ordinated wnat was most 
characteristic in the poet's thought and style, 
including the two features which Tennyson had 
realised in the familiar lincs—~ 
“Thou that seest Universal Nature moved by 

Universal Mind, , 
Thou majestic in thy sadness at the doubtful 
doom of human kind. 

Among all Latin writers, Virgil, though he 
represented for us what was greatest in Roman 
life, was the most deeply inspired by Greek 
thought. There were three marks of the 
Greek habit of mind which were conspicuous—a 
childlike sense-of wonder and curiosity, such as 
impelled the ethical inquiries of Socrates; a 


‘reverence for sane self-contrel, that distrust of 


extremes, denoted by the untranslateable word 
sophrosyné; and the way of regarding things in 
antithesis, by contrasted pairs—heat and cold, 
love and hate, and the like—so that every state- 
ment took the form of a nearly balanced, pair 
of opposed considerations. Virgil had his full 
share of tho first two, especially of a sense of 
wonder. and mystery but his habit of always 
taking a double point of view had no! been 
generally recogrised, though it shaped both his 
siory and his style. 
Professor Conway illustrated this first from 
Virgil’s love for giving two causes, natural

) Opposite sides—for instance, when he 
sternly commands the farmer to rid his fields of 
any remaining patches of woodland, but stops 
to pity the poor birds who are thus robbed otf 
their “ ancestral mansions.” The double sym- 
pathy of the poet for both Didu and /Fneas 
was the largest example, but the “ 2Eneid ” was 
full of such contrasts, which had often. an 
intentionally humorous aspect, especially fro- 
wherever Ascanius came in, as when 
his parents try to put out the miraculous 
portent of flame upon his curls with pails of 
cold water! 
_ The supreme example of this duality of feel. 
ing was at the very centre of Virgil's nature; 
and it made the whole world seem to him a 
standing, mysterious contrast. The only thing 
that to Virgil was of real value and significance 
was human affection—our affection towards one 
another, towards our fellow-creatures, and 
towards Nature, our beautiful and beneficent 
parent. But this affection was necessarily the 
source both of the most exquisite sorrow and of 
the most exquisite Joy. It could not create 
the joy unless it were ajso such as to create 
the sorrow. Though Virgil grew out of the 
Epicurean maxims of his youth into a devout 
Stoic, yet his Stoicism was limited , by this 
belief in affection as the key of life, a 
golden branch among the shadows. This teach- 
ing contributed its share to the great national 
reconciliation which at last ended a hundred 
years of civil war in Virgil's day; and students 
of Virgil prayed and believed that the same 
humane spirit would have no less power in 
these islands in our own time. 
VIKING SETTLERS IN IRELAND. 
——}—_—_____ 

Mr. W. R. Lowe, Secretary of the Viking 
Society, read a paper at Burlington House, 
London, last night, one feature of which was 
the tracing of the early settlement in Dublin 
of traders from Scandinavia. He said that 
sundry settlements were established in various 
islands around these coasts, but Dublin, being 
an important and convenient port for the 
Viking settlers, was perhaps, more affected 
than any other place by their incursions. 

The Irish of those early days were not 
assiduous traders, and their Viking visitors 
stepped in and did most of their trade for 
them. Some of the traders had the reputation 
of being pirates. 

Sir Henry Howarth, who presided, said the 
settlement of Scandinavians in Irelan and in 
other of the islands and ports of the British 
Isles probably had a profound effect not only 
upon the -trade but also upon the customs and 
religion of the districts in which they lived. 
These Vikings married the women of the dis- 
tricts in which they settled, and learned from 
the people among whom they had found a new 
home many arts and accomplishments which 
were previously entirely foreign to them. 

With regard to the suggestion that some of 
these Viking traders were priates, he thoight 
it was only true of them in the same eense 
that it was true of our Raleigh, Drake and 
others who were accounted great sailors. They 
behaved in most piratica] and cruel fashion to 
the Spaniards and others with whom they got 
to loggerheads in the, course of their voyages.

CAPTAIN W. T. ELLERKER. 


We regret to announce the death from 
pneumonia of Captain W. T. Ellerker, R.G.A., 
attached Intelligence re x which occurred at 
36th C.C.S., Cologne, at 9.15 p.m. on Wednes- 
day (December 14), after an illness which 
lasted only four days. 

Captain Ellerker was the elder son of Mr. T. 
W. Ellerker, Chief Clerk to the Chancery Judge, 
and was born on 3lst July, 1895, at Foxrock, 
Co. Dublin. He was educated at St. Andrew's 
College, Dublin, and the R.M.A., Woolwich; 
was commissioned in the R.G.A. in February, 
‘1915, and promoted captain on 14th November, 
1917. From the date of his commission in 1915 
until the end. of the war (Says the Cologne 
Post) he served continuously on the Western 
front, being twice wounded and gassed once. 
He was attached to the Intelligence Corps at 
Cologne on 10th May, 1921, since when he has 
worked at G.H.Q. 

A career of great promise has been cut suort 
by the untimely death of this young officer. A 
good linguist—he spoke German, French, and 
‘Russian—he possegsed great initiative and the 
faculty for delving to the botiom of any subject 
in which he was interested. His nature was 
quiet and unassuming, and he was gifted with 
an exceptional charm of manner which en- 
deared him to all with whom he came in con- 
tact. The tragic,suddenness with which he died 
—for he was om duty only on December 10— 
has come as a great shock to his fellow-officers 
and the men who served under him, and the 
deepest sympathy is felt for his father, who 
arrived in Cologne just too late. 

The funeral took place on Friday afternoon, 
the gun carriage and escort arriving at the 
starting point, Annastrasee, at 2.350 p.m. The 
military cortege was most imposing, and the 
Allied Armies of Occupation were each repre- 
sented by a General and gscort. The military 
cemetery is five miles from Cologne, and the 
passage of the funeral procession was watched 
with: sympathetic interest by the German 
residents. 

At Adelaide road Presbyterian Church, 
Dublin, last Sunday, the Rev. R. K. Hanna 
made a touching reference to the death of the 
gallant young officer who had grown up among 
them, and tendered the sympathy of the con- 
gregation to his father and brother. 


MR. T. J. E. BLAKE. + 


At St. Marys Roman Catholic Cemetery 
London, yesterday, the funeral took place of 
Mr. Terence Joseph Edward Blake, D.8.0., 
Lieutenant-Colonel, 13th Royal Fusiliers and cf 
the Essex Regiment, who died after a long 
illness on the 15th inst., at the early age of 55. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Blake was the second son 
of Mrs. and the late Mr. Peter Blake, of Kil- 
dare, and was educated at Owens School, Lon- 
don. He entered the service of Messrs. Rose 
Van Cutsem, of the Stock Exchange, and early 
in 1914 he joined the firm of Messre. Hayes and 
Sons. He responded to the call of duty at the 
outbreak of the war, and: joined as a private in 
the Queen's Westminster Rifles in August of 
1914. He was speedily promoted sergeant, and 
in. December of the same year he obtained a 
Commission in the 13th Royal Fusiliers. He 
went to France early in 1915, remaining until 
1916, when he was wounded in the battle of the 
Somme. 

Invalided home, he !ater rejoined his reai- 
ment in France as major and second in com- 
mand, and fought in many of the fiercest 
battles, being twice wounded. During the 
latter stages of the war he was appointed to 
the command of the Ist Essex Regiment, being 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel, during which 
time he gained the D.S.O. 

teferring to the presentation of this distinc- 
tion, the Gazette stated the following—“ It was 
given for conspicuous gallantry and ability 
while in temporary command of his battalion. 
Though wounded he remained at duty, and 
gained the confidence of his men. “He carried 
out a minor operation with complete snecess, 
gaining his objectives and capturing a number 
of prisoners and machine guns, and later by hia 
fine leadership he captured an enemy nest with 
its garrison of nine men and two machine guns, 
He did splendid work.”

George Moore, the eminent black and 
artist,by whom and two young sons he i 
He had been ailing for about two years, but 
had heen sx ill for several from 
a disease caused through his wounds and war 
service.

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MR. DE VALERA TO MAKE NEW 
PROPOSAL.

Dail Eireann yesterday continued the 
discussion of the Peace Agreogagt, which 
was begun on Monday. 

The day was marked by some notable 
incidents, and the speeches, particularly 
in the afternoon, were decidedly lively. 
At the outset Mr. de Valera gave notice 
of his intention to move—apparently in 
the event of the defeat of the Treaty—his 
alternative plan, of which so much has 
been heard, and so little really known, by 
those outside the circle of the Dail. 

The secret—or, at least, portion of it— 
was revealed at the afternoon sitting, when 
Mr. Milroy read out Document No. 2, which 
proved to be an alternative form of oath, 
which, it ‘appeared, Mr. de Valera was 
prepared to accept and to recommend to 
the Dail. It did not appear to differ very 
much from that provided in the Treaty. 

During the morning Mr. Etchingham made a 
long attack on the Treaty. Referring to Mr. 
Grifith’s statement, that they would march 
into association with the British Empire with 
their heads up, Mr. Etchingham said that they 
would merch with “ hands up.” 

Mr. Finian Lynch, who spoke in favour of 
the Treaty, declared that “the bones of the 


dead have been rattled indecently in the face 
of this assembly.” 


AN INTERRUPTION. 


Tt was during Mr. Lynch’s speech that the 
only interruption from outside the Dail was 
made. Mr. Lynch protested that the country 
wes in favour of the Treaty; he could, at all 
events, speak for his own constituency of West 
Kerry. (A sharp voice interjected—“ No.”) Mr. 
Lynch called the attention of the Speaker to the 
interruption, and a lady who had made the re- 
mark was requested to leave the Chamber. It 
was Stated afterwards that the lady was the 
Hon. Albinia Brodrick 

Mrs. O'Callaghan. of Limerick, the first 
woman member to speak, declared that she 
was always frankly a separatist, and for that 
reason would oppose the Treaty. 

When the luncheon hour was reached, the 
Dail approved a proposal to sit afterwards ‘in 
camera, in order to digcuss certain military 
mattore which it was undesirable to take in 
puodliec. 

At the afternoon sitting Dr. McCartan, the 
finn Fein Envoy at Washington, made it clear 
that he was no friend of the Treaty. He took 
his stand on a Republic all the time. He ad- 
mitted, however, that the Irish Republic was 
mow dead. They should accept the Treaty or 
take the alternative, which was war. While 
he himself would vote either way, he reminded 
those who voted against the Treaty that they 
should be prepared for war. ; 

Other speakers followed, and at about 6.30 
p.m. the Dail adjourned. It secnis probable 
that, the. debate will be coptinued for some 
days, and there was talk last evening of an 
adjournment over the “Christmas holidays. 


DEBATE CONTINUED. 
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A “ TRAGIC. THING.” 

‘When Dáil Eireann resumed its sitting 
yesterday, 

Mr. Bryan O'Higgins, Deputy Speaker, took 
the chair at half-past eleven o'clock. 

Mr. Sean Etchingham continued the debate on 
the motion for approval of the Treaty. He said 
that the publication of the Treaty in London 
was a tragicthing. Their people had been stam- 
I i into signing that Treaty. He wanted 
everything in connection with that business to 
be piaced before the Irish people. lt was a 
tragedy that the delegates had not submitted 


the terms of the Treaty to the Dáil Cabinet 
before they finally signed it. It was a 
Trea‘, that would insure the perpetual subjec- 


tion of the Irish people—a Treaty of terror. 
Nevertfieless he feit sure that the future of 
ireland was safe in the hands of the young men. 

tie believed that Engiand would never again 
get @ grip of this country, because this Treaty 
would be rejected. He had heard Deputies say 
that they could march into the British Empire 
“with their heeds up, rather should they have 
said “with their hands up.” (Applause and 
laughter.)

MOST MOMENTOUS. 


The statement made by Mr. Robert Barton 
also would be regarded as the most momentous 
ever made. He comveyed to him (Mr. Etching- 
ham) the idea that there was a coalition or that 
pressure was put upon him and Mr. Gavan Duffy, 
by the British Prime Minister and the three 
other Irish delegates, to sign the Treaty. Was 
there such a coalition? That was a black Monday 
night, and there were circumstances connected 
with it which the people of Ireland did not 
know, but which they must know. He ad- 
mired the Minister of Finance (Mr. Collins). It 
was tru: that he went to London to get things 
end not words. A lawyer had said that the 
terms of the Treaty were couched in language 
similar to that by which Mr. Lloyd George 
mosmerised President Wilson of the United. 
States. 

‘If Mr. Lieyd George mesmerised Wilson, one 
could not wonder that he mesmerised our people. 
Tie threw dust in their eyes; he doped them, 
and not onlw did he do that, but he induced 
Mr. 


Barton to come back and recommend the 
Treaty. To him (Mr. Etchingham) it was the 
eacdest thing that had occurred in his life, for he 


felt that his country could never again be 
brought to the position she was in on the 3rd 
of December. Let the Deputies get it out of 
their heads that they were going to march into 
the British Empire “ with their heads up” if 
they voted for this Treaty. Do not have any 
reservation about the oath, he said, nor any 
illusion about the Republic inside the terms of 
the Treaty: do not have tne idea that in two, or 
five, or ten years you wil] have your country 
iree. 


PREPARED TO DIE 
“WITHOUT A FIRING PARTY.” 


If the iron of the truce has entered into 
your soul after six months of it, and you are 
not prepared to fight, you will not get it out in, 
or after, ten years. No, let us be 
true. I am a Republican by conviction, 
and I am a separatist; I. never was, 
aod never could be, described as a compromis- 
ing opportunist. When I took the oath to Dai] 
Fireann I took it without reservation and 1 
mean to keep it.

To give my dismembered 
country this Colonial or Dominion status; to 
put Ireland as a bow-window in the western 
cable of the British Empire.

RIGHT AND DURESS. 


AN INTERRUPTION. 


To say that the Treaty had been signed under 
duress was an insult to the men who signed it 
and to the members of the Dail. The peoplé 
of Ireland were not going to believe it, The 
man who did a thing that was not right, 
whether it was under duress or otherwise, was 
a coward. He knew boys in the offices of the 
Dail in Dublin who, with pistols at their heads, 
refused to give itformation about the offices 
or the people in the offices, and was it likely 
that Michael Collins and Arthur Griffith would 
be less courageous than an office-boy? (Hear, 
hear.) 

A point had been made as to whether they 
could speak for their constituencies. He knew 
what the people of his constituency wanted. 
He knew that he could speak for his own 
people, for the people of South Merry, where 
he was born aud bred. 

At this point the speaker was interrupted by 
a cry of “No” in a feminine voice from a 
part of the room in whith some visitors had 
been accommodated. : 

Mr. Lynch appealed to the chair for protec- 
tion, and declared that any person who inter- 
fered with a speaker. at that assembly should 
be removed. 

An elderly lady was then approached by one 
of the Dail secretaries, aud immediately afier- 
wards two Republican policemen courteously 
asked her to leave. She was then escorted 
trom the room, 


DELIVERING THE GOODS. 


Continuing, Mr. Lynch eaid that if it was a 
choice of compromise he chose the compromise 
that delivered some goods, and not the com- 
promise that got the irish people back to war 
and plunged the country into a welter of blood. 
If they rejected the Treaty they could not 
again appoint plenipotertiaries, because no 
ccuntry in the world would receive them, as 
they had been thrown over on this occasion. 
(Applause. ) re 

Mrs. O'Callaghan, who eupported the rejec- 
tion of the Treaty, claimed that she had the 
clearest right to stand there and criticise and 
condemn the Treaty. She paid a big price for 
the Treaty and for her right to stand there. 
Since she came to Dublin for that session she 
had been “old, with a view to changing her 
vote. she supposed, that her husband was never 
a Republican. She challenged any Deputy to 
deny her husband’s devotion to the Republic. 
He even sealed it with his hiood, and che asked 
gentlemen who said they were Republicans, and 
intended to vote for that Treaty, to live her 
dead husband's name out of the matter. (Hear, 
hear.) 

She had been told, too, that she had a duty 
to her constituents. They, she was told, wou! 
vote for the Treaty, and she ought to 
consider their wishes. Her political viewe had 
always been well known in Limerick, and the 
people of Limerick who elected her we two 
months afier her. huepand’s murder, be- 
cause of that murder, knew well that she would 
stand by her convictions.and by her oath to 
the Irish Republic. 


NOT CONVERTED. 
PRINCIPLE, NOT 
EXPEDIENCY. 

When it was found that the women deputies 


were not open to canvass the matter was dis- 
missed with the remark, 4 Ob, naturally these 


women are very bitter” She protested 
strongly against that. (Hear, hear.) No 
woman there was going to give her vote 


merely because she was warped by a deep per- 
sonal loss. The women of Ireland had not 
appeared much on the ra stage, but that 
did not mean that they had no deep convictions, 


freedom. The women of An Dáil were women 
of characicr, and would vote for principle not 
for expediency. (Hear, hear.) Since girlhood 
she had been a Separatist. She wanted an in- 
dependent Ireland—an Ireland independent of 
the British Empire. She assured them that her 
life in Limerick during 1920, and culm:nating in 
last March had not converted her to Dominion 
statis within the British Empire. 

It hurt her, she declared, to vote against the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, for whom she 
had the greatest admiration, but this was not 
a matter of devotion to a leader or 
to a _ party. lt was a matter of 
principle, a matter of conscience, 
matter of right and wrong. She acmitted that 
the delegates had full power to negotiate the 
Treaty, but «he undefstood that they were to 
submit the fina] draft to the Cabinet and the Pre- 
sident before signing. That was not done, and 
they ‘knew why that was not done. The dele- 
gates were bluffed bv the threat of war into 
signing it. They did their best, ‘‘ but,” she 
said, “I do resent some of the delegates and 
their supporters in this House trying to use 
the same bluff on us here.” 


FUNDAMENTAL OBJECTIONS. 


She was, as she had said, a Separatist, and 
her objections to the Treaty were fundamental. 
This Treaty put Ireland on a Dominion status 
within the Britis Empire. What had the 
hundreds of years of struggling been “for, or 
what had all the agony and sorrow been for? 
She saw her husband murdered: she was a 
widow. Why should she give her vote for a 
Treaty that put Ireland within the British 
Empire? Was it to take an oath to be a faithful 
citizen of the British Emnire? If they approved 
of that Treaty the Republic of Ireland which 
they swore a solemn ath to uphold and 
honour would sink in the world’s eves to less 
than Dominion etatus within the Empire. 

As to the oath of allegiance, she fafled to 
see how in swearing the oath of allegiance to the 
Irish Free State she could avoid Kine ‘George. 
To her mind, in swearing to the Constitution of 
the Irish Free State, she could not avoid it. 
It was in the Constitution. If: the terms of 
the Treaty had been consistent with national 
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made her suspicious. (Hear, hear.)

but this Treaty would not be a settlement. It 
would not make for peace, because it did not 
recognise the sovereign independent status of 
Ireland. It was a mean thing to patch up the 
rottenness of the Empire by a pretended gift of 
freedom to them. It was more than mean; it 
wae a crime, for it left England’s hands free to 
deal with places like Egypt and India in the 
name, she supposed, of their common citizen- 
ship. (Laughter.)

THE ONLY TRADITION.

TILL PEACE TREATY 
IS RATIFIED.

Arrangements which .had been made for the 
transfer of troops from Queenstown to Milford 
Haven were cancelled yesterday. 

Our Queenstown Correspondent writes that 
the transport Ekaterinoslav, of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Line, was expected to arrive 
during the day to embark drafts of various 
regiments serving in the South of Ireland for 
a Deepwater quay was 
cleared of all vessels in order to provide berth- 
ing accommodation for the transport, and all 
necessary preparations were made for the shir- 
ment of troops, horses, baggage, etc. 

Quite a stir was caused by the arrival dur- 
ing the forenoon of military motor lorries 
carrying camp equipment. 

The transport is said to have been due at 
10 a.m., but as she had not arrived by 1 o'clock 
a good deal of eurprise was caused. Soon 
afterwards it became known that she had been 
recalled to Milford Haven, as the order for 
embarkation of the troops had been cancellea 
by the military authorities. 

Also it was learned that special trains which 
bad been ordered to bring military drafts to 
Queenstown for embarkation had been can- 
celled | 

In reply to various inquiries it was stated 
that no movement of military from Queens- 
town will take place until the Peace Treaty 
has been ratified by Dáil Eireann.

WAS THERE DURESS? 
SEMI-OFFICIAL DENIAL. 


The statement by Mr. R. C. Barton, one of 
the Sinn Fein Peace Treaty signatories, that 
the agreement was signed under duress, and 
that Mr. Lloyd George “ threatened”’ war in 
the event of a refusal, caused no undue sur- 
prise in authoritative quariers in London 
yesterday. It was pointed out, says the Press 
Association, that the Irish envoys, who it must 
bé remembered were plenipotentiaries, had 
negotiated during the preceding weeks with full 
knowledge of the alternative in the event of 
a final rejection of the terms. 

“They accepted the proposals under the duress 
of circumstances, or duress of their own minds, 
and not because of any eleventh-bour declara- 
tion on the part of the Prime Minister,” de- 
clared an authority last evening. “ In so far 
as it was well known that the alternative to 
acceptance was war, there is an element of 
truth in the statement.” 

It was further pointed out by way of ex- 
planation of Mr. Barton's statement, says the 
Press Association, that the Sinn Fein cnvoys 
negotiated to avoid war, and simply were parties 
to a treaty to safeguard peace. 


IRISH-AMERICANS DESIRE TO

The dawn of a new era in Ireland has kindled 
in many Irishmen in the United States a desire 
to return io Ireland.

POTATO BLIGHT FUNGUS. 


The Bionomics of the Conidia, Phytopthera 
Infestans, was the subject of a paper which was 
read at a scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterday, at Leinster House, by Mr 
a A. Murphy. Mr, George Fletcher pre- 
sided. 
Mr. Murphy said that the summer spores (or 
conidia) of the potato blight fungus, which are 
uite delicate bodies, are found, according to 
the author, to show considerable resistance once 
they reach the soil. While it is with difficulty 
that they are kept alive in air for about a 
week, once they are mixed with soil they may 
live for three weeks or more under natural 
conditions. The explanation of this phenomenon 
was found to principally on the com 
parative lack of oxygen and excess of carbon 
dioxide in the air present. in the soil. The in- 
vestigation has important practical bearngs on 
the bighting of potato tubers. 

Professor H. H. Dixon, 8c.D., F.R.8., and 
N. G. Ball, M.A., read a paper on “ Photosyn- 
thesis and the Electronic Theory.”

BOARDS THE AQUITANIA, 


With holly and mistletoe decorating the 
spacious saloons, lounges, and smoking rooms, 
and other bright symbols of Yuletide, the giant 
Cunarder Aquitania landed her passengers at 
Southampton yesterday morning on the com- 
pletion of her memorable Christmas trip to New 
York and back within sixteen days. 

A large number of Continental passengers 
disembarked at Cherbourg on Monday. 

Dances, concerts. and parties were held 
throughout the v@yage. Saturday was set 
aside specially for the Christmas celebrations. 
Early in the afternoon Santa Claus boarded the 
vessel, and, after being greeted by the officers 
of the watch in proper nautical] style, descended 
to the saloon and distributed presents from a 
huge Christmas tree to a largé party of children. 
There were 150 youngsters, representing no 
fewer than twenty different nationalities. 

In the evening a grand Christmas dinner 
was served, at which all old-time ceremonials, 
such as the forma] carrying of the boar’s. head 
and barons of beef, were rigidly adhered to. 

Altogether there were over 1,500 passengers 
on board. Notwithstanding the season of the 
year, the eteadiness of the ship ensured every 
item of each day’s programme being carried 
out without a hitch. In every way it was one 
of the most successful Christmas trips in the 
annals of the Cunard Line. Nearly 6,000 bags 
and packages of Christmas mail were brought 
over. 


REVISED NAVAL DEMANDS. 


FRENCH RESERVATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

A meeting of the full Committee on the 
Limitation of Armamente has been calied for to- 
morrow. 

It is officially announced that France has 
accepted 175,000 as her capital ship tonr age, 
but that in his communication M. Briand de- 
clared that it was impossible to accept a cor- 
responding reduction in the tonnage of auxiliary 
craft. 

M. Briand’s reply to Mr. Hughes was made 


public after a meeting of the Naval Sub- 
committee. In it the French Premier 


emphasised that capital ships were esfentially 
attacking ships, whereas light cruisers, torpedo 
boats, and submarine craft were classed as 
defensive ships. 

The Pg es Delegation and their staffs have 
tentatively booked the entire accommodation 
of the steamer Shinyo Maru, which sails from 
San Francisco on January 24. 

PARIS, Tuesday. 

The New York Herald, Paris edition, pub- 
lishes the following message from Washington: 
The French propesal with regard to the per- 
centage ratio of capital ship tonnage has cleared 
the atmosphere perceptibly, and has created a 
spirit of greater optimism at the Conference, 
which had. become somewhat depressed as a 
result of the temporary misunderstanding aris- 
bing ont of France's eleventh-hour demind. 

t is now stated that M. Briand will propose 
that the percentage ratio of capital ship tonnage 
of the five Great Powers shall be 15-15-9-5-5, 
instead of the origina] 5-5-3-1.80-1.80, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Hughes. That means to say that 
Great Britain and the United States would 
each have 15 units of 35,000 tons, Japan would 
have 9, and France and Italy 5 each. 

Naturally, the proposed 10 years’ holiday in 
naval construction wculd not apply in the case 
of France and Italy, because the needs of both 
these countries in regard to replacement 
tonnage are the greatest, especially in view of 
the fact that neither country possesses at the 
moment 175,000 tons capital ships.—(Reuter.) 


THE PEACE DOLLAR. 
BROKEN SWORD AND OLIVE 
BRANCH DESIGN. 

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The Disarmament Conference will be re- 
flected in the new coinage, which has juet re- 
ceived the approval of President Harding. 

On the obveree side of the new dollar will be the 
usual head of Liberty, but the reverse side 
will show a large eagle perched on a broken 
sword and clutching at an olive branch, bear- 
ing the word “ Peace.” 

The background will show the rays of the 
rising sun, depicting a new era.—(Reuter.) 


CLOSING THE GATES. 


CELEBRATIONS IN DERRY. 


The 233rd anniversary of the shutting of the 
Gates of Derry was celebrated on Sunday by 
the Apprentice Boys, who attended a special 
Service in Derry Cathedral. The preacher was. 
the Rev. W. T. Macourt, M.A., Incumbent of 
St. Augustine’s, Derry. 

He said that God would lead the people of 
Ulster to-day as He had led their forefathers 
in the stormy days of the past. This thoug.t 
should give them courage to face the mady 
evils which now confronted them. 

The celebration was continued yesterday, 
when the Apprentice Boys paraded the walls 
and strects, and at dusk burned the effigy of 
Lundy. The day’s proceedings wound up with 
the singing of the Nationa] Anthem.

ALLIED EXPERTS’ REVIEW. 


M. Loucheur, French Minister of Recon- 
struction, who was accompanied by financial 
experts, again met the British experts at the 
Treasury yesterday afternoon. 

The Conference adjourned at 1.20 and will 
be resumed to-day. 

The economic condition of Germany and the 
resources’ available there for meeting her re- 
parations obligations were examined, and also 
that of unproving the general economic con- 
d.tions of Europe. 

Reuter’s Agency learns on inquiry at the Ger- 
many Embassy, with regard to the report that 
the reply of the Chancellor, Dr. Wirth, to the 
latest Note of the Allies on the subject of re- 
parations had been sent to London, that the 
Ambassador had received no information on the 
subject. 
It is learned from a well-informed source that 
the experts have not yet reached a decision 
upon the first problem—that is, whether Ger- 
many is in a position to fulfil the demands of 
the Allies. Not until a decision on this point is 
reached will attention be given to the question 
of whether it is expedient, in the interest of 
her economic position, to enforce payment under 
the present terms. 


FRANCE UNEASY. 


PARIS, Tuesday. 

The tone of this evening’s Press regarding the 
discussions in London is far less confident. The 
presence of Dr. Rathenau and the expected 
arrival of M. Krassin creates doubts. 

The Journal des Débats declares that the 
remedy for the economic crisis in Great Britain 
does not lie in Russia, and further states that 
the agreement with Krassin has only brought 
losses to British business men. “We are very 
ready to help in all combinations for the re- 
vival of British industry, but we have the right 
to refuse to take part im combinations as 
startling as that of close association with Ger- 
many for the exploitation of Russia, the prin- 
cipal’ ui of which would be a further post- 
ponement of the payment due from Germany.”

A joint meeting of the Royal Geographical 
Society and Alpine Club in London last 
evening heard reports from members of. 
the Mount Everest Expedition. 

Sir Francis Younghusband, who pre- 
sided over a distinguished attendance, 
which included the Duke of York and four 
members of next year’s expedition, besides 
representatives of the Alpine Club of 
France, congratulated the Expedition on 
definitely and unquestionably finding the 
mcst feasible way to the top of the 
mountain, so that next year’s expedition, 
which has the task of actually reaching 
the summit, might go full speed ahead 
along that route. 


* Lieutenant-Colonel Howard Bury gave 


an interesting account of the difficulties 
and extraordinary floral beauties which 
the explorers encountered, and made 
touching allusion to the death and burial 
within the view of the mountains of Dr. 
Kellas, one of the members. 

Summing up the results, he said that 
some 13,000 miles of new country had been 
photographically surveyed and mapped. 

Professor Norman Collie, President of 
the Alpine Club, said that an easy route 
for the descent had been discovered, free 
from prolonged or difficult climbing, but 
the ascent could be attempted only in the 
very finest weather. 

On the other hand, Mr. George Leigh 
Mallory, another member of the expedi- 
tion, said that they had not a single 
convincing argument to solve the problem 
whether it was humanly possible to reach 
the summit. He was far from sanguine 
as to prospects of success. 

If men could be found to besiege Everest 
year after year he believed it would sur- 
render at last, but the chances against any 
particular expedition were, indeed, very 
large. ‘ 

Any reckoning, he believed, which fairly 
weighed the conditions and circumstances 
governing such an enterprise, could only 
come to the conclusion that the chances in 
favour of success for any particular party 
were small, indeed.

JAPAN’S POSITION UNDER NEW 


PACT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


In connection with the doubt expressed as to 
whether the reference in Article 1 of the Four 
Power Pacific pact to insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the regions of the Pacfi: 
Ocean should be interpreted as including Japan 
itself, it was stated at the White House to-day 
that President Harding does not regard the 
pact as covering the principal islands «f ite 
Japanese Empire. 

This satement was given as the ersonal 
view of the President, without consultation with 
other members of the Administration. 

The President's belief is said to be that the 
Tregty no more applies to the islands constitut- 
ing Japan than it does to the mainland o 
America. He is understood to consider that the 
pact covers only the island possessions in the 
Pacific. The Japanese group is in the position 
of a party to the Treaty.—(Reuter.)

FRENCH DOCTOR’S CLAIM. 


A French doctor claims to have discovered 
a cure for consumption. | 

The treatment is. of the simplest kind, and, 
he states, is not only curative but preventive. 

When the Academy of Medicine met in Paris 
yesterday, Mr. Coutieres told of experiments 
that he had carried out with a view to the cure 
of tuberculosis. | 

He noticed that workmen in limekilns never 

developed tuberculosis, and determined to ex- 
periment with patients suffering from consump- 
tion. 
He caused the patients to breathe a dry hot 
atmosphere saturated with quicklime dust, 
calcic powder and carbon anhydride, with the 
result that a large proportion of them were 
cured. 

Dr. Mercier Mary, acting on the same de- 
ductions, has been carrying out similar exper!- 
ments with similar results. 

It is held that this treatment can now be 
put forward as a curative, and at the same 
time, a preventive one.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 

The financial experts of Great Britain and 
France are now deliberating on the question 
of German defalcations. Thei- conclusions are 
subordinated to policy. That is natural in the 
circumstances, and no objection could be made 
if it were not for the fear that policy might 
be subordinated to politics. This is the fear 
that obscures the discussions. The practical! 
question of reparations requires close thought; 
the broad implications of the continued exeeu-. 
tion of the Treaty of Versailles demand the 
most careful consideration. 

There_are serious difficulties that need know- 
ledge and patience for their solution. Yet there 
is g strong suggestion that these difficulties are 
being evaded, and that by a simple expedient. 
The Treaty of Versailles is to be ‘acitly ignored. 
‘Dazzling perspectives are opened out before us. 
We are invited to join in the establishment of 
a new era. A European conference of all the 
war-weary nations is to be summoned, and 
this conference is to solve the problem of the 
exchanges, to dispel the anxieties of the French 
and to ensure the satisfaction of their just 
claims, to re-open Russia to Germany, and to 
welcome the Bolshevists to that community of 
civilised nations from which—was it in- 
advertently ?—they had shut themselves out.

tion is not business, and it is not policy. It is 
politics. We prefer for the present the Treaty 
of Versailles, with all its defects. It gives us 
at least some solid ground to stand upon, while 
these promises of the magical inauguration of 
a new era are but shifting sands.

THE BRITISH DEMAND. 
The Times, im a leading article on the 


Washington Conference, observes :—To-day or 
to-morrow the Conference will sit in plenary 
session to hear the British demand for the 
abolition of submarines. The arguments on 
which Lord Lee of Fareham will base his case 
are not officially known, but our Specia! Corre- 
spondent tells us candidly that. whatever they 
are, we must expect to be voted down. France, 
it has been stated for many days past, is deter- 
mined to maintain the right to build sub- 
marines, the “ weapon of the weak,” and the 
statement is officially confirmed by M. Briand 
in his reply to Mr. Hughes. It was again 
repeated and defended by him last night. 

Other peoples weak at sea, and possibly some 
which are not weak at sea, will probably think 
it their interest to support the French view. 
Action of the kind is to be regretted. It is 
more than doubtful whether the retention of a 
form of warfare eapable, as the war has 
demonstrated, of the grossest abuse will prove 
to be in the real interest of any nation. 


THE GEDDES REPORT,

A CONFIDENTIAL DOCUMENT. 
The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 


writes :—There will be no opportunity for the 
report of the Geddes Economy Committee to 
come before the Cabinet till after Christmas. 
When the Conference on reparations is over, 
which will probably be to-morrow, the Prime 
Minister will go to Criccieth for Christmas. 
He intends to remain there about a week, 
taking with him the Geddes report. The report 
has not yet heen circulated to the members of 
the Cabinet, but it must be placed in their 
hands within the next. few days. 

All the economies affecting policy are em- 
bodied in the report, which was last week 
placed in the hands of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, adds the Correspondent. It remains 
for the present a confidential document. Until 
the Cabinet has made up its mind what it will 
do with regard to the various proposals, the re- 
port is likely to remain secret, so far as official 
publication is concerned, but there is an obvious 
danger of piecemeal leakage of information im 
support of publicity campaigns for threatened 
schemes or policies dear to the hearts of par- 
ticular departments.

AN IMPORTANT THING. 


It was not making much of a prophecy io 
gay. that the true-hearted, genuine, Irish 
Nationalists would not stand round them in 
that work. The Irish Ireland for which they 
fought so valiantly would know ther no more. 
They should throw back at England this instru- 
ment of their subversion, and they should all 
stand shoulder to shoulder in this act as they 
had done in the fight. With regard to the form 
of oath, he could not give a willing vote in 
favour of it. He was not a British citizen rr

Government by Governor-General—Dominion 
status.

“England imagines thai she has put her 
finger in the eye of the Irish by attenuating 
an objectionable expression; she must laugh to 
think that while we play with words she gets 
adopted the system of Government that she 
had always wished to impose upon Ireland.” 
Ireland had not got Irish unity in return for 
that oath. The two great principles for which 
eo many Irishmen had died, and for which 
others would still willingly die—no partition of 
Ireland, and no seubjugation of Vreland by 
any foreign Powgr—had gone by the board. - 

He was in thorough agreement with President 
de Valera, who, last August, said—‘ Whatever 
may come of these negotiations, however ec 
may come out of them, after our appalling 
history, one thing we cannot he excused for. 
and shall not be excused for, is to be foolad 
by England.” He (Mr. O'Kelly) believed that 
if Ireland accepted this Treaty she would have 
to acknowledge that she had been once 
more fooled by the old enemy. To his 
mind the” difference between ithe form of 
government that would be set. up in Ireland if 
they ratified this Treaty would 4 only a dif- 
ference in degrée, but not in kind 
from the various forms of government adum- 
brated in Home Rule Bills within the last cen- 
tury, and which were accepted by the late Mr. 
Redmond and his followers. The temptation to 
accept this offer was greater than that in 
the former offers. 

The arguments that were used on Monday by 
the supporters of this Treaty were the argu- 
ments that were used, and justly used. by the 
supporters of the old Parliamentary Party.

Mr. Michael Gollins said that it would be well 
if another deputy withdrew the remark which 
he had made that day with regard to a coali- 
tion between Downing street atd the delegation. 

At this stage the Speaker read a telegram 
from Mr. Laurence Ginnell from Buenos Ayres, 
which stated—*“ ] vote against ratification.” 

Mr. Milroy spoke in favour of the ratification 
of the Agreement. The will of the people, he 
declared, was that that Treaty should be 
ratified. There were men—and he would take 
off the gloves im this fight—there were men w 
toxlay were going to resist the will of the Irish 
people. If they got a majority in that assembly 
were they prepared to put it before the Irish 
people?

Very well, said Mr. Milroy, the people of 
Ireland will decide. President de Valera, he 
went on, not only at the private session, but at 
the public session, declared that he believed 
that the Irish people would ratify this Treaty 
if it was put to them. 

Mr. de Valera—At this moment? Yes. 

Mr. Milroy—Who is sitting in jud@ment upon 
the Ireh people? 

Mr. de Valera—Themselves, 

Mr. Milroy—Is it the Cabinet of Dail 
Eireann?’ Where, he asked, had vanished the 
principle of self<ietermination for the Irish 
people? What had become of the principle 
upon which they had fought the whole of the 
elections since 1916—the principle that all just 
government rested upon the consent of the 
governed? (Hear, hear.) “ Before you can vin- 
dicate your assertion that you are not resisti 
the will of the people,” he added, “you wi 
have to take the decision of the people upon 
this grave issue with which the nation is con- 
fronted.’ 

“This question shall not be decided over the 
heads of the Irish people. I tell you if you 
attempt to do that in your ideal of autocratic 
superiority, when you have taken your decision 
the fury of the Irish nation will sweep you 
Just as 1t swept the Irish Parliameutary Party.” 

The only member of the Cabinet who was op- 

to the Treaty wes the Minister of De- 
fence, but he did not like the Treaty because he 
did not like peace. (Laughter.) Peace did not 
agree with his temperament. He firmly be- 
lieved that if the delegates had brought back a 
sovereign indeyendent Republic he (Mr. Brugha) 
would send an expeditionary force to conquer 
the Isle of.Man. (Laughter.) 
‘My friend. the Minister of Defence may be 
a potential Napoleon,” Mr. Milroy said, “ but 
that is no reason why there should be ~@ 
gamble in the greatest and most sacred. in. 
terests of the Irish nation. We are not going 
to make the Irish nation a pedestal for any 
man to elevate himself upon in order to gratify 
his own peculiar proclivities,”’ 

What should concern them now was what was 
the truth about this matter, and what 
were the facts about this Treaty ;

CONFUSION AND CHAOS. 


The oath had been misquoted, distorted, and 
misrepresented. It had been put in its true 
light by Deputy Hogan, and not even Mr. 
Childers could upset it. When their President 
stated that they would not. coerce Uleter he 
committed them to find some way out without 
sending the troops of the Irish Republic to 
overawe the people of the North. Many of 
those who criticised the delegates must have 
been under the impression that when they went 
to London they set out as miracle workers. 
Did they expect that they would be able to 
soften the aspirations of centuries?

Mr. de Valera referred to a statement made 
about “ manceuvring,”” and said that it .would 
be an infamous mancuvre if he tried to get 
anybody to reject the Treaty in the behef 
that any other document which was fortheom- 
ing could be used as a substitute. There was 
no skeleton about it. In the form in which it 
would come it would be of similar substance 
to the document which they had. 

Mr. Griffith stated that they had been speak- 
ing from the beginning with hands tied because 
of this document. 2 

Mr. de Valera expressed disagreement. 

Mr. Griffith asserted that they had got cer- 
tain instructions from the Cabinet which they 
used. An attempt had-been made to represent 
certain men as standing on the uncompromising 
rock of the Irish Republic. (“ No, no.”) They 
wanted that brought forward. 

Mr. de Valera stated that it was well-known 
ihat their delegates went over to try and get 
reconciliatien between Irish national aspirations 
and the community of nations known as the 
British Empire. The fact that this Treaty did 
not reconcile them was, he hoped, the reason 
why it was being opposed.

THE REPUBLIC DEAD. 
SAVING THEIR FACES. 


The Republic ef which President de Valera 
was the President was dead. (‘‘ No, no.) He 
submitted it was, and the delegates who signed 
the document wrote its epitaph in London. It 
was dead nationally, because it depended upon 
the unity of the people; but how could they go 
forth after the division was taken and say that 
the I.R.A. was united? 

Some might say it was, but he had his doubts, 
because many of them would say that what was 
good enough for Mick Collins was good enough 
for them. (Applause.) Perhaps they were 
right, for he had more respect for Mick Collins 
and Arthur Griffith than he had for the 
auibblers -there—there they are (pointin 
dramatically to Mr. de Valera). (Applause.) 
Internationally the Republic was also dead, 
and they could not go to the Secretary of State 
of any foreign Power and ask for its recogni- 
tion: It. was true that it had not been recog- 
nised by America, but the United States aid 
not recognise the South American Republics until 
long after their establishment. t would .be 
contended, take five years’ fighting by the Irish 
Republican Army, with all its gallantry, to get 
them back to the position which they occupied 
six months ago. i 

He submitted that it was the duty of the 
Cabinet to submit to them a policy, even 
though they were in a difficult position. They 
had miserably failed. Instead, in their 
wounded pride and hope to save their faces, 
they were putting the issue to the country. 

ere was a constitutional. way of saving 
their faces before the public and the world in 
etting away from the oath of allegiance to the 
epublic, but there was no constitutional way 
of getting back to the position they were in two 
months ago. If there was he, for one, could 
not eee it. 

““I see nothing for us. I see no glimmer of 
hope. I, as a Republican, will not endorse it, but 
I -will not vote for chaos; that is, I will not vote 
against it. To vote for it I would be violating 
my oath. to the Republic and my oath as a 
member of the Irish Republican Brotherhood. 
I never intend to violate those oaths. I took 
them seriously when I took them, and I mean 
te keep them as far as I can.

They bad got control of their 
finances and of education (which he regarded as 
a most essential thing), and they secured that 
the British forces evacuate this country, and 
they had a right to raise and maintain their 
own army. + provisions Ied him to the 
opinion that he should vote for the Treaty. He 
saw no alternative but war. He did not think 
for a moment that the British Government 
would hesitate to make war on this ccuntry if 
they reiccted the Treaty. 

Applying the logic of 
matter and what the Trieh people 
wanted at the present time, he was 
prepared to say that the majority of the 17,000 
constituents whom he represented in West Cork, 
would accept the Treaty. Whatever he might 
think personally of it, he felt it was his duty 
to give expression to their views as far as he 
could, (Hear, Hear.)

He maintained that if they owed a duty to 
the dead they also owed a duty to the living, 
and if they exposed the people to the risk of 
war, the people should be told that the Dail 
rejected the Treaty because it wanted a Re- 
public. (Hear, hear.) He suggested that two 
constituencies—East Clare and South Cork— 
should be selected, and that they should agree 
to accept their decision.

JOHN EDWARD. HEALY. 

The Public Orator—It is hardly necessary for 
me to commend to you the friend whe now 
comes forward—a man united to us by the 
closest ties of brotherhood, John Edward Healy. 
In our halls he prosecuted his early studies with 
such marked success as to win a distinguished 
place amongst the classical scholars of this 
College. Devoting himself, however, to English 
literature with especial zeal, he attained such 
skill in the writing both of verse and prose that 
he carried off three of the Vice-Chancellor's 
prizes offered yearly to our students. Yet he 
has never forgotten hig classics, for (a thing 
which. now-a-days is rarely found) his articles 
on contemporary events are adorned with the 
most apt and illuminating quotations from the 
lore of ancient times. The clearest augury of 
his future fame was, however, to be drawn 
from the fact that he was one oí those 
originally associated with the production of our 
celebrated College magazige; a body of men to 
whom the words of Hotace, 

“- More durable than brass my monument,” 
may deservedly be applied. He is now num- 
bered among the princes of the Fourth Estate, 
as it is called, nor need I dwell upon the stead- 
fastness with which he faces all the risks and 
difficulties of such a position. Devoted to the 
promotion of the common interests of Ireland, 
he eschews all party spirit, and strives with all 
his might to restore public confidence, encourage 
the well-disposed, and lay the foundations of 
lasting peace. Richly as he is endowed with in- 
tellectnal gifts, he is no Jess frank and open- 
hearted; he deeply loves his Alma Mater, and 
by her is as deeply loved; all the duties of a 
man and a citizen he well and worthily per- 
forms. Right glad is our University to take to 
herself a son so loyal, so eminent, and so power- 
ful for good, and to confer upon him the honour 
that is his due. See to it then that you greet 
bim with your loudest applause. 


HONORARY LITT.D. 


PROFESSOR ROBERT SEYMOUR CONWAY. 

The Public Orator—How great is the pleasure 
with which we to-day receive into our body a 
distinguished son. of Cambridge, Professor 
Robert Seymour Conway, who not long ago 
became a Fellow of the British Academy, has 
more than once been elected to a Fellowship 
at, Gonville and Caius College, and now 
occupies the chair of Latin at Manchester Uni- 
versity. First. I could call on all lovers of 
Vergil to applaud this man, who has so ably 
discussed the Fourth Eclogue, has ever on his 
lips and in his hands that divine poet in whom 
his soul delighte, and has recently “published 
some masterly reflections on Vergil’s art and 
genius.

The Public Orator—It is. with the greatest 
pleasure that I bring before you Herbert John 
Clifford Grierson, who spent his student days at 
Christ Church, Oxford, has successively held 
two Professorships, and now adorns the chair 
of Rhetoric and English Literature in the 
University of Edinburgh.

tion in all our securities, which, after a careful i 
and exhaustive examination, amounis to about!

A VALUABLE ARRANGEMENT. 

I regard the arrangement as one of great 
potential value to this company. We quite 
realise that to maintain the position of this 
company we must earn at least 25 per cent. on 
the new capital involveé in ths transaction— 
that is. £55,000 per annum. That must be 
derived from two sources, from the dividend 
on our Imperial and Foreign investment and 
from our per cent. share of business profits. 
I shall not take the responsibility of prophesy 
ing dividends on these shares, but I can say 
that. after a practical working trial of the 
arrangement which we have had during the 
past few weeks, I feel very hopeful that profits, 
and substantia) profits, will be realised from 
new business.

the Corporation at sa moment when they are 
somewhat hampered owing to their investment 
having suffered to an unusual deyree through 
the universal depression. Under normal circum- 
stances they would hardly be willing to enter 
into this arrangement. At ali events, we are 
coming in at this point—that is, at a moment 
when markets have reached « very low figure 

I am, of course, aware that there is room 
for two opinions upon the wisdom of the course 
which we are edopting, but as things have 
turned out we have too many eggs in one 
basket, and, a8 a matter of prudence, we should 
spread our field of investment The time is 
opportune, while markets are depreciated, to 
turn to practica}. account the strong financial 


position of this eompeny, possessing, a4 it 
does, valuable assets and practically no 
liabilities. 


A YEAR OF EXCEPTIONAL DIFFICULTY. 

I am sorry that, after some years of steady 
progress, during which your dire tors’ advice 
and administration have been justified 
we are faced with these unfavourable results for 
the past year, but I would ask you to remember 
that that year has been one of extraordinary 
and exceptional! difficulty, and that very few 
have escaped. Compared with many others, wo 
are in a strong position. We are hopeful that 
the measures we propose to take, with the help 
of men whose knowledge and wide experience 
especially fit them for the task, will result in 
the complete restoration of this companys post- 
tion. 

After considerable discussion on points of 
detail, the report and accounts were unan!- 
moutly adopted, and the resolution set forth 
in the notice relating to increase of capital was 
approved.

In the course of hie speech to the Preference 
sharehokiers, the Chairman said—At the end of 
June, 1920, our investments, debtors’ advances, 
etc., which I take as a total for the sake of 
comparison, amounted to about £2,850,000, from 
which we wrote off at the end of the year about 
£380,000, leaving a net amount of £2,479,000 as 
representing these assets. During the period 
which has ensued this amount has increased to 
£2,910,000, but, unfortunately, owing to the 
general depression, there has been a deprecia- 
tion in all our securities, which, after a careful 
and exhaustive examination, amounts to about 
£850,000. I may say at once that far the larger 
part of thie depreciation applies to investments 
in two securities which we made some time ago. 

Ia the one case we have a very big interest In 
the Ordinary shares of one of the most im- 
portant iron and steel companies in this country. 
We are still confident that im normal trade 
conditions this undertaking is capable of giving 
us an excellent return on the investment. The 

concern to which I have referred is a 
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land company in Brazil, which has recently 
gone through a drastic form of reco ion, 
It so happens at the present time that the 
prospects im that country sre improving, and 
thia ie reflected in the increased sales land, 
which, we are informed, the directors of the 
company have every reason to believe will con. 
tinue at satiafactory prices. 

The depreciation in our other securities, which 
number about a hundred, is due beth to the 

esent industrial depression and also to the 
higher value of money. From a business poi 
of view we have an organisation capable of 
earning good profits, and we believe that, if 
allied to a strong concern, aa this echeme pro- 
poses, these profite can be more than main 
tained in the future. [It is fer this reason that 
we attach ic greatest importance tó the a 
ment with the Parent Tyre Company, to whi 
we referred in our circular. 

In order to arrive at a proper basis for enter- 
ing into such an agreement it became necessary 
to make a thorough examination of the position 
of each company im order to get at the intringie 
value of the respective shares and to adjust our 
capital aceordingly. ‘The result hae been that 
we find that, after utilising the balance of our 
revenue account, we have to provide for a 
capital deficiency of £808,000. We are not in 
the same happy position as that of the Parent 
Tyre Company, to which I will refer hereafter,

As far as possible we have endeavoured €6 
preserve the position of the Preference shares. 
You will observe that writing off the whole of 
the Ordinary share espital could not have 
achieved our purpose. =  . 

Whilst we propose to write down twelve 
shillings from each sovereign Preference share, 
making them of the nominal value of 8, each, 
we propose to write down the Ordinary shares 


from 10s. to le. each, and this, I you will 
agree, is as far as we ean possibly go. Instead
